Charles Frederick of Hamilton, Ohio, 
Stricken While Guest of Relatives- 
Medical Men Say His Malady is Rare 
In Annals of the Profession.

A strango case of complete paralysis, 
which has puzzled physieiaiiB for sev­ 
eral days, and of a kind that has bepn 
diagnosod but a few times in the state 
of California, has this week been dis­ 
covered in Covina. Charles Frederick, 
a wealthy businoss man of Hamilton, 
Ohio lies stricken at the Havlin houso 
on College streot,^ and is scarcely nblo 
to move a muscle in his body. 


Dr. R. Manning Clarko of Covina, 
after a consultation nt the bedside with 
Dr. Dudley Fulton, a leading physician 
of Los Angoles, statod that Frederick 
has been stricken with erythoma nodo­ 
sum, which means little to the layman, 
but which is snid to bo one of tho rar­ 
est paralytic diseases known to the 
medical profession. Dr. Fulton, for a 
lifetime a practioner in tho state, says 
that he has seen and known of but two 
other cases. 


Charlos Frederick, with his wife and 
two children, came to Covina rocont'ly 
to visit tho Smith family, who are in 
ohargo of tho Havlin house. Tho Fred­ 
ericks mado a trip to Long Beach, and 
while 
there 
Fredericks was taken 
violently ill. Ho was brought hero and 
attended by Dr, Clarke. 
Tho man's 
body broke out in a rash resembling 
measles, and his muscles swelled and 
became fixed. Tho attending 
physi­ 
cians say that the condition is not so 
much ouo of paralysis as it is an almost 
Inability to movo tho muscles of the 
body bocauso of intonse pain. 


Frederick is a wealthy man, and will 
be moved as Boon ns posslblo to his 
homo in Ohio. It is probable that ho 
will bo acoompanlod by physicians 
from California, but it has been dould- 


chanco that the attack' may lossoh, 'and 
such casos as are known to tho modioal 
profession show that complete recovery 
is not at nil impossible.

Straight Line From Mountains to Foot­ 
hills Divides New Orange Section— 
Prediction is That South Country- 
Will Become Locality of Building.

Fumigation of citrus trees for scale 
h a s been practised in some form for 
t w e n t y years, but in spite of many in­ 
ventions and changes i n methods, the 
operation 
has 
still 
remained 
crude. 
There seems, however, to have been a 
significant 
stride 
taken 
this 
year, 
-through the invention 
of the cyano- 
fumer, according t o the California Cul­ 
tivator. 
An article 
from 
that 
paper 
follows: 


Labor-saving 
machinery 
makes for 
economy and greater efficiency. 
Every 
small boy in the country 
would not 
today be carrying 
a 
fairly 
accurate 
timepiece if hand labor were the prin­ 
cipal 
factor 
in the manufacture of 
watches. 
Machinery seemingly 
almost 
human in intelligence 
linn been intro­ 
duced nnd various parts of the most 
delicate appliances are turned out and 
the human 
hand is employed 
only to 
assemble these parts. 
W e recall a re­ 
mark 
made some years ago in 
effect 
t h a t 
while practically 
all 
classes of 
manufactures and production excepting 
agriculture had made wonderful strides 
the production of our food w a s con­ 
ducted much the same as it w a s on the 
hills of Judea. 
But that is not true 
today, for with the advent of gasoline 
and 
electricity 
the farmer 
is 
taking 
advantage of these forces, and the use 
of labor-saving machinery will increase, 
w e believe, only more rapidly for the 
next half century than it has for the 
past. 
The rule of thumb and general 
guesswork 
cannot continue, for if the 
American farmer has to compete 
with 
farmers in other 
parts of the world 
and still maintain the American farm­ 
er's mode of living he must 
produce 
more and better. 


The writer 
vividly 
recalls 
barefoot 
days when, with a shallow pan in one 
hand, in the bottom of which was a lit­ 
tle coal oil, and a short paddle in the 
other, ho was sent to the potato patch 
to " g a t h e r 
b u g s . " 
This was during 
tho 
time 
when 
the Colorado 
potato 
beetle was failing to observe the neu­ 
tral 
rights of the "old-fashioned pota­ 
t o b u g . " It has been his lot to fight 
insects from that timo up to the pres­ 
ent, and with practically every method 
known 
t o the farmer. 
The methods 
employed, starting with the aforesaid 
potato beetle, have followed all the w a y 
through t h e various spraying processes 
and the hopperdozer, down to fumiga­ 
tion. 


Fumigation, howevor, in those early 
dayB, more than a score of years ago, 
•was only just beginning to be known. 
First 
lessons 
were 
taken 
from 
Prof. 


D . W. Coquillett, at that timo connect­ 
e d with tho department of agriculture 
and 
making 
special 
investigations in 
California. 
Then 
the rule 
of 
thumb 
method prevailed entirely. W e did our 
Lost to estimate the cubic contents of a 
troo. 
Most of UH did our estimating on 
tho general 
common-sense and experi- 
onco basis rather than an actual figur­ 
ing out in feet and then having an ac­ 
curate dosage 
scale. 
After 
a 
night's 
work 
in the orchard 
the trees 
were 
observed closely the next day and those 
which 
wero burned 
with a 
five-ounce 
dose had their pictures fixed in tho eye 
so far as possible, and the next 
night

Since then 
scientific 
people have investigated the 
resistance of trees, effect of tempera­ 
ture, humidity, electric winds, the tex­ 
ture and holding

Chemists have invetsigated 
best 
form of chemical from which to secure 
cyanogen, and today 
(or tonight, ra­ 
ther) the fumigator goes to work 
with 
almost exact knowledge of the tree's 
requirements.

some 
of the best 
minds. 
One of these is the matter of leakage. 
How 
can a fabric be secured 
which 
will be light in weight, impervious and 
durable!

length of time required to secure the 
entire relense of the gas from the cy­ 
anide of sodium.

In any case, this machine will insure 
better work at no greater expense than 
under the former system. 
BetteT work 
is proved by the fact that at the Whit- 
tier experiment 
station, where i t has 
been tested, it has been shown that the 
machine has a 1)8 per cent efficiency in 
delivering full strength of the gas. This 
is against a 75 pe reent loss which i s 
often 
the case where the gas is gen­ 
erated in an open vessel. 
The saving 
rfom the use of the machine is in both 
labor and material. The saving in labor 
may reach as high as 3 3 1-3 per cent.

because of tho uncertainty and 
the expense. If the uncertainty may be 
eliminated 
and tho expense 
reduced, 
more general fumigation will result in 
cleaner fruit; cleaner fruit means less 
decay; less decay means higher 
prices 
and money saved in icing.

LITTLE TOUCH OF OPTIMISM. 


It is just as well to be conservative when discussing the citrus crops, espec­ 


ially for the reason that California has been far from conservative In state-: 
ments In times past, -when good times went like wine to the head, and there 
were no nightmares to disturb concerning a Democratic low tariff and business 
depression. 
, 


But, 
in the last year, people have been sinning a bit on the line of ultra- 
conservatism, another name for which is pessimism. The estimates on the 
coaling navel crop, for Instance, have been so cautious as to be too small to fit 
the conditions. One Charter Oak grower, noted for his conservatism, has just 
announced to his fellow-growers that he has twice the navel crop on his trees 
that he gave in the early summer estimate. Covina growers, when asked from 
time to time during the last month, have given about the same answer—that 
the crop is bigger than they first anticipated. 
The trees did not set a bumper 
crop, but neither did the young fruit drop badly after setting. Nature gen­ 
erally has a way of averaging up things. And the fruit is growing rapidly, 
and bids fair, in most parts of the valley, to be a fine marketable crop. The 
Argus would not venture any estimates. We believe actual estimates to be 
largely guess-work. 


And the present Valencia summer crop—while it is very short of a full crop, 


is showing a larger yield than was first predicted. 
The prices being received at 
present in the Bast are as good as the best years In Valencia history. When 
growers receive $3.00 and $3.25 net for Valendas they are making money on 
what they sell. This Isn't taking into consideration the fact that there is but 


a half-crop, of course, but the market is good for what can be offered. 


There is money coming into the valley. It Is finding its way Into the tills 


of the grocers and general merchandise stores, and it makes everything just a 
hit more cheerful than has been the case for some time.

KEEP POSTED ON THE ROAD QUESTION. 


This newspaper urges all property-owners in the San Gabriel valley to, from 
this time on, watch the public prints for news articles concerning the proposed 


$2,750,000 bond issue for mountain roads and new boulevards. 


This is a big question—nearly as large an expenditure as for the first ' ' good 
roads'' issue. This question of voting the bonds for a road up the San Gabriel 
canyon to Antelope valley; for roads In the Arroyo Seco; for the construction 


of the harbor truck boulevard; for the construction of the Brea canyon road- 


is favored by the board of supervisors, all members of which have spent months 
in studying the proposal. There is. a division of opinion between the auto 
mobile club and the supervisors' at present, due to; the fact, we think, that the 
automobile club officers have not been informed correctly. 


The 
automobile club endeavored, at a meeting held this week, to discourage 
the proposal of voting bonds for county roads, on the grounds that it would be 
harmful to the proposed state bond issue for state roads which it is hoped will 


be voted next fall. 
The answer to this is, that when the state can step in and 


Bay whether we shall spend money for roads or not, it is time to dissolve our 
county government and take all orders from Sacramento. 


However, there will be many articles printed about-this proposed county 
bond Issue, and this paper asks that when you see a head-line concerning this, 
you pause long enough to read the article. For it will be a significant cam 
paign. The Argus will keep In close touch with It. I f any reader haB any 
ideas on tho subject, this paper will be glad to givo them attention and space 
in the paper. 


THE 
SMALL-TOWN MERCHANT. 


Competition is the death of trade in small country towns. What the Argus 
means by this is that too many merchants in one lino of business starve them­ 
selves, and educate the people to an abject, boot-licking kind of service that 
tho public doeB not deserve, and makes a cut-price condition that is grossly 
unfair to all retailers. Too many cooks spoil the broth. 
We have bad this 
opinion for years and expressed it many times. We have seen too many ex 
empliflcations of businesses going broke in Covina not to know that it does 
no one any good to crowd tho trades beyond the local output. 


But 
road what the Saturday Evoning Post has to say about it. Here are 
somo cold truths: 


Broadly speaking, almost anybody in a country town can get a vacant store 
room on or near Main Street, and some sort of stock of goods to put into it 
Though tho town itsolf increases little or not at all In size, and the farming 
population on whose trade it doponds increases little or not at all, the number 


of peoplo in the town who have something to sell at retail does increase, Our 
own observation loads to that conclusion and tho census lends color to it, The 
enumeration of 1000 gave eight hundred thousand retail dealers; that of 1910 
givos almost twelve hundred thousand. 


New industries spring up. 
Tor example, there is the automobile, with Its 
manifold accessories; the various evolutions of the phonograph; nearly every 
village now has its electric-light plant, which means a demand for bulbs, fans 
and so on; citms fruits and bananas of late years have become almost as staple 
in the country as bread. 
So in the country town you find new shops selling 
these and other things. 


Probably, then, the number of country retailers tends to increase faster than 
the population to which they must look for support. Going back to 1890, tho 
total number of retail merchants was not greatly over half that of 1910. From 


1890 
to 1910 the total rural population—which includes people living in tho 
country and in towns of loss than twenty-five hundred inhabitants—increased 
roughly, only one-fifth. 
Eight states, including Ohio and Indiana, had a smaller 
rural population in 1910 than twenty yoars before. Illinois, Iowa, and even

It was not troubling itself then about spark plugs, 
oloctric fans and phonographs; yot the rural dealer, on the whole, is hard pressed 


::y competition at home, if the «;u b al^l puU in a aWck of caututiU, uud goU 
them going, tho hardware man and tho garage immediately put in stocks of 
cameras. 
And there is tho big competition of the mail-order houses and the 
city stores. When the parcel post, tho automobile and the intorurban trolley, 
tho rural population is less dependent on the nearest store. 


It seems tolerably clear that tho country retailor who succeeds under these 
conditions must have something more than Just a stock of goods to sell. 
Broadly speaking, anybody can got a stock of goods to sell. The store that 
succeeds must have some attraction which distinguishes it from Just any store. 


In every country town, so far as wo have been able to discover, there are re­ 
tailers who do succeed In spite of competition at home and abroad. 


It can be done, but it will not do itself. The broad problem of the country 
retailer Is one of the most difficult we know of in the field of business. Those 
who depend on the country retailer for distribution can well afford to study it.

VERY OPTIMISTIC REPORTS 


ON THE WALNUT YIELD. 


The percentage of dropping of nuts 
in the Covina and Puente districta is 
comparatively small this year, and the, 
crop has set heavily. The small amount 
of aphis damage noticed is also grati­ 
fying. The budded walnuts are show­ 
ing a very heavy yield. S. H. Robin­ 
son of the Puente district describes the 
crop as " f a i r , " and Secretary Neeley 
of the Puente Walnut Growers' Asso­ 
ciation says that the Puente valley will 
have a better and larger crop than 
other Southern California districts, tak­ 
ing into consideration the fact that it 
is a young-tree district. 


The following estimate of the crop 
by Roy K. Bishop, county horticultural 
commissioner of Orange, will be of in­ 
terest to growers in this district. Mr. 
Bishop 
s a y B : 


" T h e percentage of walnuts affected 
by blight this season is not greater 
than in former years. 


"Orange county will harvest a big­ 
ger crop of walnuts this season 
that 
ever before in the history of the busi­ 
ness. 


"Some years there is a less percent­ 
age of walnuts affected by blight," 
says Bishop. ' ' When dry atmosphere 
prevails at blossoming time the wal­ 
nuts are less affected. 
This year there 
was considerable moist weather during 
the time when the walnuts blossomed. 


" T h e walnuts become affected early 
in the season. It.is not until about this 
time of year, however, t.uat the effects 
of this infection become apparent. 


" I t is true that there is a heavy 
drop of walnuts at the present 
time, 
but as I said before, the percentage of 
infected walnuts thi^year is not great­ 
er than in previous years. 


" T h e crop is so heavy that in spite 
of the heavy drop the county will har­ 
vest a greater amount of walnuts than 
ever before. 


" I would say at a conservative es­ 
timate that the county 
will lose ap­ 
proximately $300,000 from walnuts af­ 
fected by blight. This soerns startling, 
at UrBt glance, but it must be taken in­ 
to consideration that the loss will not 
be greater this year than the average 
of former years. 


" F e w people realize how much more 
fortunate Orange county is in the mat- 
tor of blight than some other counties 
in California. Blight is much worse in 
Santa Barbara and Ventura 
counties 
than it is in Orange county. 


"Thcro is more aphis this year than 
there was last, though there is less this 
year than there was in 1013." 


MOTORCYCLE AND BUGGY 


COLLIDE ON BOULEVARD. 


Two men, giving 'their 
names us 
Fleming and Nieckel, both of Pomona, 
were budly injured lust Saturday night 
on the Pomona boulevard, when the 
motorcycle 
they were riding 
collided 
with a buggy in which were Mr. and 
Mrs. Baxter of Puente. 


The accident 
happened at about 0 
o'clock in the evening. Mr. Baxter 
says that he did not have a light on 
his buggy. The two Pomona boys were 
riding at a terrilTe rate id' speed, ac­ 
cording to their own statements, so 
that the negligence of both parties to 
the nceident seems to be established. 


Nieckel received a sculp wound two 
inches long, and a long, deep cut on 
the shin. Fleming was badly bruised. 
The occupants of the buggy were con­ 
siderably shaken up when they were 
thrown 
from the buggy, 
which was 
almost 
completely 
demolished. The 
mules that had been attached to the 
buggy ran away and became entangled 
in a barb-wire lenee, The two Pomona 
men were brought to the oflico of Dr. 
W. \V. Schnltz at Puente, and were 
afterwards 
taken 
home in the auto­ 
mobile bus. 


There were evidences that tho young 
man driving the motorcycle was under 
the influence of liquor. Dr. Hchultz 
stated that he showed an alcoholic con­ 
dition 
while under treatment at his 
ollice. It is not known yet whether the 
county authorities will take action as 
to the violation o f the speeding ordi­ 
nance, the violation o f the law prohib­ 
iting persons to drive motor vehicles 
while intoxicated, or the violation of 
the ordinance concerning the carrying 
of lights on vehicles one hour 
after 
sun-down.

RABBIT HUNTERS ALLOWED 


TO SHOOT SIX DAYS. 


Hunters will be allowed to shoot rab­ 
bits in California for six days, begin­ 
ning August 1. Then they must lay 
off. 
They can begin shooting rabbits 
again on October 31, according to the 
new laws. 
Word received several days 
ago from Los Angeles offices of the fish 
and game commission was to the effect 
that the new laws would go into effect 
on August 10. In view of the fact that 
the new game cards which were printed 
at the state printing office, say that 
August 7 is the date, this must be 
taken as final, in the view of Game 
Warden Adkinson. 


The exact wording of the fish and 
game cards follows: 


" L a w s enacted in 1915 go into ef­ 
fect 
August 7, 1915. Prior to that 
date 
consult 
1913-14-15 
posters and 
cards." 


As the old law states that the rab­ 
bit season opens oa August 1, rabbit 
hunters will be able to shoot the bun­ 
nies until and including August f>. At 
that time the new laws go into effect 
and the new law states that the rabbit 
season opens on October 31. I t closes 
on December 31. 


For tne past few weeks opinions have 
differed as to when the new game laws 
went into effect. 
Various dates were 
given from August 7 to August 10. 


DAMAGE COMPLAINT GROWS 


OUT OF HIRING MULES. 


Suit to collect $150 alleged damages 
to mules, brought against S. L. Watts, 
a Puente rancher, by Coats & William­ 
son, horse dealers of Los Angeles, was 
dismissed in the court of Justice of 
the Peace Solomon fleer last week. 


The 
plaintiffs 
were represented by 
tho law firm of Clarton & Hubbard of 
Los Angeles, and Mr. Watts by Attor­ 
ney W. E. Ferguson of El Monte. The 
plaintiffs 
claimed 
that 
Watts 
hired 
mules of them to be used in ranch 
work in tho Puente valley, and that on 
the return of the animals it was found 
that they were in an emaciated and 
run-down condition. The original rent­ 
al asked was $50, but the plaintiffs 
claimed that tho animals had been dam­ 
aged to tho extent of $150. 


A 
demurrer was entered by Mr. 
Watts, denying tho facts as alleged in 
tho 
complaint. 
No written 
contract 
had been made betwoon the parties. 
Justice Geer dismissed the complaint 
against Watts, stating that the evi­ 
dence waB not suffieieut, and gave no 
lonvo to the plaintiff to amend the com­ 
plaint.

The Pomona Progress says that in a 
pasture beyond Live Oak canyon is a 
riding boot that has two tiny

Opportunities a National Crlma.

There never was a time in the his* 
tory of this nation when we needed 
statesmen more or agitators less than, 
at the present moment. The oppor­ 
tunities now afforded us on land and 
sea demand the best there Is In state­ 
craft and the possibilities that are con­ 
fronting us call for national issues 
that unite the people, build industry 
and expand trade. 
The agricultural 
and industrial development of this 
nation has suffered severely at the 
hands of agitators who have 
sent 
torpedoes crashing into the port side 
of business and whose neglect of the 
interests of the farmer makes them 
little less than political criminals. We 
want no more of these evil spirits to 
predominate in government. Too long 
their hysterical cry has sent a shiver 
down the spinal column of industry. 
Too long have the political agitators 
capitalized 
strife, pillaged 
progress 
and murdered opportunity. An indus­ 
trial corpse is not a desirable thing, 
a crippled business an achievement or 
neglect an accomplishment 
about 
which any representative of the gov­ 
ernment has a right to boast. 


Issuea that Breed Agitator* Should be 
Eliminated. 


The political agitator must be elim­ 
inated from public life before thought­ 
ful consideration can be given to a 
constructive program in government 
The liquor question is the most pro­ 
lific breeding ground for agitators and; 
whether pro or anti, the hatch is; 
equally as undesirable. This article 
is in no sense a discussion of the li­ 
quor question but deals solely and by 
way of illustration with the political 
products of that issue. 
Other sub­ 
jects will be dealt with in the order 
of their importance. 


In the history of our government 
the liquor Issue has never produced 
a constructive statesman worth men­ 
tioning and it never will. It has sent 
more freaks to Congress, Lilliputians 
to the Senate and incompetents to 
office than any other political issue 
under the sun. 


The recent experience of the Eng­ 
lish Parliament which lashed itself 
into a fury over the liquor question 
has a lesson that it is well for the 
farmers of this nation to observe; for 
the subject in some form or other is 
constantly before the public for solu­ 
tion and ofttim.es to the exclusion of 
more important problems to the Amer­ 
ican plowmen. 


Too Many Political Drunkards. 


Lloyd-George, the Prohibition leader 
of Europe who led the prohibition fight 
In England, has declared that he will 
never again take a drink politically 
and there are many American politi­ 
cians—pro and antl—who would render 
their country a service by climbing 
on the water wagon or signing a pledge 
of political temperance. 
Too often 
our legislative halls are turned into 
political bar-rooms and many of the 
members become Intoxicated on liquor 
discussions. We have too many polit­ 
ical drunkards—pro and antl—in our 
public affairs. 
No one who is a slave 
to the political liquor habit is quite 
so capable of dealing with the busi­ 
ness affairs of government as the 
Bober and Industrious. We have few 
public men In this day who are strong 
enough to resist the temptation of 
strong drink politically and when the 
demon Rum once becomes firmly en­ 
trenched In the mind of a politician, 
he is less capable of meeting the de­ 
mands for constructive statesmanship 
now confronting this nation. 


We have in this country too many 
red-nosed 
politicians—both pro and 
antl. A candidate with political deli­ 
rium tremens, a preacher with politi­ 
cal snakes in his boots and an agitator 
drunk on the liquor question are the 
saddest sights in civilization and they 
should all be forced to take the polit­ 
ical Keeley Cure. 


It is far more important in govern­ 
ment to make it easier for those who 
toil to eat than to make it more dif­ 
ficult for a tew topers to drink. 
There 
Is not one person In one hundred of 
our rural population that ever touches 
liquor but we all eat three times a 
day.

Sacramento, 
July 
27.—la 
tonnage, 
oranges 
make 
California's 
greatest 
orchard crop, according to figures just 
compiled by the state board of horti­ 
culture. The tonnnge in 1914 was 577,- 
520, or five times that of green apri­ 
cots, which wero 115,198. Apples are 
third, 97,043 tons. Next in order are 
lemons, 41,537 tons; cherries, 
10,040 
tons; olives, 8577 tons; figs, 73S4 tons, 
and almonds, 3752 tons. 


8nn Bernardino was the largest or­ 
ange producing county, 192,738 tons. 


Los Angeles was second, with 153,- 
575 tons. 
Butte county led in olives 
with 1700 tons. Santa Clara led in ap­ 
ricots with 22.S04 tons. Yolo led in al­ 
monds with 500 tons. Santa Clara led 
in cherries with 275-; Fresno in figs, 
4000 tons; Los Angeles in lemons, 10- 
875 tons. The state's totnl tonnage for 
1914 for the products mentioned above 
was 801,021.

FOR MOUNTAIN ROADS. 


At a meeting of over one hundred 
editors of Southern 
California 
news­ 
papers at Tine Crest Camp on the occa­ 
sion of the dedication of the "101-Mile 
Drive on the Rim of the World" in the 
San Bernanlino 
mountains, 
July 17, 
1915, 
the following 
resolution was 
adopted: 


'' Resolved by the editors of the 
newspapers of Southern California that 
we favor the adoption by the state of 
a comprehensive 
and continuing plan 
for the building of good roads and 
trails in the mountains of California 
through liberal annual state appropria­ 
tion, and we urge upon the governor 
and legislature the prompt initiation of 
such work.

THE BATTLE OF 
THE1ES i 


[Agricultural and Commercial Preii Servlc*] 


It is interesting to watch the forces 
of civilization battling for supremacy. 
The struggle now going on between the 
rubber and the iron tire promises to 
be the liveliest Contest of the Twen-, 
tieth Century. 


The struggle is a silent one and 
there are no war correspondents to 
write vivid descriptions of the con­ 
flict but the results are more far- 
reaching to present and future gen­ 
erations than the war of Europe. 


The rubber tire has been maneuver­ 
ing for point of attack for several 
years and has captured a few unim­ 
portant positions in traffic, but it baa 
now pitched a decisive battle with 
Its iron competitor by hurling a mil­ 
lion "jitneys" at the street railways 
and the battle is raging from ocean 
to ocean. 
Upon the result of the 
struggle depends the future of the 
rubber tire. If it ia compelled to re' 
treat, its doom is sealed, but if it wins 
the battle it will revolutionize the 
transportation methods of this nation. 


If the rubber tire conquers the 
street traffic its next struggle is with 
the railroads of the country, and then 
the greatest battle between economic 
forces ever fought out on the face 
of this earth is on, for iron is the un­ 
disputed master in transportation, and 
1B fortified behind billions of dollars, 
and millions of men. 


Stephenson applied the steel tire 
to an iron rail in 1814, but it was 1869. 
before the golden spike was driven 
at Promontory 
Point, which bound; 
the country together with bands of 
steel. 
It took the iron tire fifty-five 
years to creep from ocean to ocean,: 
but the rubber tire while warm from! 
the creative mind of the inventive 
genius sped across the continent like: 
an arrow shot from thevbow of Ulys-i 
ses. 
The roadbed was already pre- 
1 
pared and therein lies the power of 
the rubber tire over that of iron, for 
government builds and maintains the 
public highway. 


But iron is a stubborn metal and 
it has mastered every wheel that 
turns; has fought battles with every 
element above and beneath the earth 
and has never tasted the wormwood 
of defeat, and when rubber hurls its. 
full force against this monarch of 
the Mineral Kingdom, it may rebound 
to the factory stunned beyond recov­ 
ery. 


The rubber tire first made its ap­ 
pearance on the bicycle, but it proved 
a frivolous servant and was .dismissed 
for incompetency. It has always been 
too much inclined to revei in luxury 
to be taken seriously as a'utility ma- 
chine and its reputation is not one to 
inspire confidence in heavy 
traffic 
performance. 


But to those who care to waft into 
dreamland, it Is enchanting to note 
that there will be a marvelous differ­ 
ence between a rubber and an iron 
age. The rubber tire will scatter the 
cities throughout the valleys for with 
transportation at every man's door, 
why a city? It will traverse the con­ 
tinent with a net work of; Macadam 
highways as beautiful as the boule­ 
vard built by Napoleon. 
It will par­ 
alyze the law making bodies of this 
nation for how could the legislature* 
run without the railroads to operate 
on?
